ADMISSI O NS OF UNCOMMITTED PATIE NTS • 

Admissions of beneficiaries of the Central Intelligence 
Agency noit involving commitment will be voluntary on the 
part of such patients and will be accomplished by; 

Direct referral by the Agency, 

b. Referral from a local hospital by |>rior arrangements 
made by the Agency^ 

In both instances, the pertinent requirements of Section 
5 below will be observed, 

COWSIl^iENT 


When it is necessary to take action to commit a Central 
Intelligence Agency beneficiary to Saint Elizabeths Hospital 
the procedure followed will be in arxordance with applicable 
statutes, 

RESPONSIBILITIES 

a. The medical officials of the Central Intelligence 
Agency will; 

(1) Prepare affidavits and present petitions to the 
Commission on Mental Health of the District of 
Columbia for the commitment of patients. 
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( 2 ) Notify the Superintendent by memorandum three 

(3) days in advance, if possible , of the proposed 
hospitalization. In addition to the request for 
admission, the memorandum will include certain 
basic patient information such as name, age, sex, 
etc,, and a medical evaluation of the physical 
and mental condition of the patient. 

C3) Insure that each patient is accompanied by a 

psychiatrist or another physician who will remain 
with the patient until normal admitting procedures 
have been accomplished. 

(4) Sponsor its beneficiaries who are admitted to the 

Saint Elizabeths Hospital, as noted in paragraphs 
3 and 4. All costs for admission and hospitali- 
zation will be borne by the Central Intelligence 
Agency, . 

( 5 ) In the event of the death of a ‘ beneficiary, assume 

: responsibility for burial unless relatives of the 

deceased make other arrangements with the Hospital 
or the Agency, 

b. Saint Elizabeths Hospital officials will afford hospi- 
talization and treatment of Central Intelligence 

. Agency beneficiaries and will: 

(1) Assist the Central Intelligence Agency medical 
officials in the preparation of affidavits when 
necessary as noted in paragraph 5aCl), 

( 2 ) Immediately notify the Central Intelligence Agency 
medical officials of discharge requests, elopements, 
granting of patient visit privileges, discharges, 
and deaths, in writing when possible. Verbal 
notifications will be confirmed in writing, 

(3) Administer personal funds as noted in 24 0SC 165, 

(4) Bill the Central Intelligence Agency on a quarterly 
basis at the prescribed rate per patient day. 

c. No security precautions need to be taken by the Hospital 
for Central Intelligence Agency beneficiaries except. 

as medically indicated by the physical and mental 
condition of the patient or as requested in specific 
instances by the Agency.

REFERENCE i Memorandum from Jeffrey Browne: Role of 

the Behavioral Scientist in Task Force 
Operations 


We concur in the usefulness of establishing an 
interagency Behavioral Science Resource Group to examine 
behavioral aspects of U»Se Government response to inter- 
national terrorist incidents, and we are prepared to provide 
Agency representation to such a group. There is an Agency 
standing group of behavioral scientists in being, comprised 
of a psychiatrist, a psychologist and an analyst, with other 
cleared consultants in support, . 

2, With reference to paragraph two of Mr, .Broime*s 
paper, we question the propriety of a specialized resource 
group such as this developing a checklist of ’’sources of raw 
intelligence for use in task force operations.” They could, 
of course a suggest the importance and desirability of tap- 
ping certain categories of sources for the kind of infor- 
mation that would enhance their deliberations. 


3. We must also point out that Agency participation in 
such a group would have to be confined to matters of inter- 
national terrorism. We could not participate in cases 
involving purely domestic incidents, 

4. We would appreciate being kept informed of the 
status of the Resource Group, and will be glad to name our 
representative once the Group is fo«rraalized,
